My Dearest Father Aloysius, 


Thank you, again, most sincerely for your efficacious prayers and those of your 
fellow Missionaries àf Perpetual Adoration on behalf of Connie last month. We were 
greatly distressed by the first doctor we consulted, who felt that she had a large 
malignant tumor which required an immediate operation. You can imagine our relief 
when Connie was almost miraculously led to a doctor who was highly experienced in 
breast cancer, and who determined that the problem was a much less dangerous cyst, 
which, while it will require regular future examination and attention, was easily 
drained to provide immediate relief. We feel sure that your prayers resulted in our 
being guided to this treatment and good result. We will be ever grateful to you for 
your prayers and consoling words, 


The news that your novices are now part of a new congregation fills us with mixed 
emotions. We are saddened by the thought that you will likely remain in Portugal 
with your new congregation, and, therefore, we will not have you near to give us 
your spiritual guidance directly. In all other respects, however, we feel that the 
formation of the new congregation is best for you and your novices. Being &way from 
the restraining influence of the Provincial House here is better for your well-being, 
not only physically but also spiritually. Moreover, I feel that we are moving 
toward & period of repression of religious freédom in the United States, which, 
hopefully, you can avoid by remaining in Portugal. Your novices, too, are certainly 
better off in the less opulent surroundings of Fatima than, S&y, here, where the 
conduct of the seminarians of Calabasas with their giri friends has not only 
scandalized the Thomas Aquinas College students who share the same grounds, but 

has also been the subject of & recent Los Angeles Times article, which is highly 
embarrassing to those of us who have aided the Claretians over the years. (They 
certainly need your prayers, tool) 


Your wonderful title most appropriately expresses your lofty aims: perpetual ador- 
&tion of the Most Blessed Sacrament and perpetual veneration of the Immaculate 
Heart of Maryo We announced the formation of your new congregation in our April 
Newsletter, 


Father, we are not completely clear on your status relative to the Claretian: 
Fathers. We have heard that only your novices are members of the new congregation, 
but that you personally are а Claretian of the Western Province and still subject to 
the authority of Westchester Place, We would appreciate knowing if this is the 
case if you can teil us. If you do plan to become part of the new congregation, 

it would make it easier to do what we would prefer, namely, to gradually decrease 
our current involvement with the Claretians here and become more involved in activ. 
ities which promote your needs and those of your new congregation. Since your 
departure, we have felt most unwelcome at the Provincial House, Our girls who 
Spend many hours each month to record and maintain our mailing list are treated 
coldly on the day that they spend each month at the Provincial House to mail the 
newsletters; there seems to be absolutely no appreciation for the fact that these

ladies spend their time and their money to aid the Claretians, Many of these 
people would rather help you, who have always appreciated our efforts and have, 
moreover, given us & spiritual guidance which Westchester Place is not able to 
give us without youe 


According to Father Leo, Father Provincial is also not clear on your status and is 
awaiting word from Rome, The presumption is that you will either remain Claretian, 
in which case you will likely be transferred to the Portuguese Claretian Province, 
or you may renounce your Claretian vows to take vows in your new congregation, 


In the meantime, Father Leo is acting as our Spiritual Director but assumes that the 
Provincial will appoint a new Spiritual Director after the personnel changes expected 
in June, Father Leo says there is а good possibility that he will be transferred, 

We are continuing our newsletter as before, with the addition of items that Father 
Leo wants added, such as articles from the Vatican newspaper. He is agreeable to 

our including your messages as before, so please continue to send them to us by the 
lst of each month for the following month's newsletter, 


The response to our CMA membership solicitation, incidentally, has been better than 
l expected, with responses received from over half of those on our former mailing 
listo (We now mail out 590 newsletters compared with 1125 last year; some are 
couples, so actual membership is about 750 at present.) Attendance at our meetings 
has been much lower since your absence, on the other hand. And with the news this 
month that you are not likely to return soon, Katherine Morrow's Mother of Divine 
Love Guild and Lamb of LA/Orange Counties decided to discontinue their meetings 
entirely. 


You will be pleased to hear that the new lights which you desired for the lower 
hall have been purchased and installed. Installation of the lights by Brother 
Alvin enabled us to keep the cost below $710. The fluorescent lights not only give 
better light but are also much easier on the eyes, The Claretians, who are making 
more and more use of the lower hall, have you to thank for this improvement, 


in response to an urgent request from Sister Claire and yourself, Jim Conlan called 
on March 9, I believe, to get the sisters' things sent to Fatima immediately, That 
night your future novices, Chris Pritchard and Bill Naujoks, came to get the items, 

l gave them all the items listed on the attached sheet, which includes not only 

the items intended for the sisters! convents, but also items intended for yourself 

and for the Guild Room in the Provincial House, I kept one reliquary for Katherine 
Morrow. She wanted a reliquary which could hold a single relic of the True Cross; 

the only one left was less 'experisive than the one she had already paid for, but she 
prefers it to a more expensive reliquary which holds several relics, 


l also retained one of the tall Immaculate Heart of Mary statues from Fatima, I had 
suggested to Sister Claire that this statue could be raffled off here to gain at 
least the cost of the statue. Replacement with a new statue obtained in Fatima would 
Save the cost and risk of sending the statue back where it came from. Sister Claire 
liked this idea and plans to buy a new one in Fatima. We will start а raffle drive 
on May 13 and plan to have a drawing on October 13. Іп the meantime, it will help 
this cause if you will allow Tony Arpaia to put the other statue just like it into 
the Guild Room (lower hall) of the Provincial House so people can see what it looks 
like. (Ох would you prefer to have us send the two statues that Tony has to you in 
Portugal?) | 


Other than these two items, I sent all your things with the exception of your Prado 
prints. I can send these now if you wish; alternatively, we may be able to figure 
out some way to raise money with them later which will at least pay their costo 

At present, however, I don't have any good ideas on how we might do this.
